J an 
Ventugale. wered, that il I myght elcape to the citie of Canonor, J doubted 
not but that J would geat they pardon of the gouernour of the 
Nauie. There is ſmall hope thereof (ſapde they) we are 
ſo kamous and well knowen to many other kynges in the way 
whiche fauour the Portugales, and laye wayte to take bs, fo 
wee haue made moze then foure hundꝛed Gunes, little and 
great, and therefoze wee are out of all hope to eſcape that 
way. In whiche they; talke, J percepued howe feareſull a 
thyng is a giltie conſcience, and called to remembꝛaunce the fay 
ing ok the Poet. 

That is, J feare 
muche eupll , bycauſe J haue done muche cupil , Foꝛ they 
had not only made many ſuche per ces ok artillerie lo the in:

m pocrine. Fter the rumoꝛ was {pred of the Portugales arryuyng, J 
began to thinke what was beſt to be done, and thought nos 
thyng move fafe and eaſie among this people, then to geat 
ſome opinion of holineſle by hipocriſie, and therefore all 

the day tyme, Jlurked in the Temple, liuyng without meate, as 

all the people thought: but in the nyght. J ate fleſhe in the houſe 

2 Sainct bp of Peter Antonie, and lohn Maria. And by this meanes, none had 

Pipocriũe. other opinion of me, but that J was a Sainct, and therfore might 

after a fewe dapes goe abꝛode in the citie without ſuſpition: and 
to helpe the matter withall, it chaunced in the meane tyme, that 
acertatne rich Mahumetan of the citie of Calecut was very ſicke, 
hauing his belly ſo bounde, that he could not doe the neceflities 
of nature. And bycaufe he was a friende to my companion, and 
bis diſeaſe increaled, he aſ ked me if J had any ſkyll in phifickes 

a J fayde,that my father was a Phiſitian, and that J had learned 

many things ok him by experience. Then J pray poi ( ſayd he) do 
what you can to helpe this my friend. e went therfore togea⸗ 
ther to the ficke man, whom my companion al ked where he felt 
him felfe moſt grecu. d. In my head (ſayde he) and my ſtomake, 
haupng alſo my belly fo ſoꝛe bounde, that J can not goe to the 
ſtoole. Then my companion agayne in his pꝛeſence, delired me 
to confider his infirmitie,and take vpon me to miniſter onto him 
ſome medicine. My companion had tolde me befoꝛe, that he was 

A great eater and dꝛinker. Thereloꝛe, takyng him by the bande, 
and feelyng his pulſe, J ſayde that his ſtomacke and bowellcs 
were full of choler, by reaſon of ſurfetyng, and therefore that it 
ſhoulde be good foꝛ him to take a gliſter. Then ſayde the ſicke 
man. Doe what you wil, I wil abyde pour oꝛder. Then made J 

a gliſter ol egges, ſalt, and fuger, adding allo butter and certayne 
hearbes, ſuch as came firſt to my memoꝛie vpon the ſodayne, and

Irapled vp the bynder partes of his body, lo that he reſted only 

vppon his bꝛeſt and handes, and as he laye, miniſtred a glyſter 

vnĩo him, and let him ſo hang koꝛz the ſpace of hallfe an houre. My 
compamon beholding this ſtraunge kynde of pꝛactiſe, ſapde vnto 

me, Lodouike, is this the maner of mynillring to ſicke folkes 

in pour countrey ?: It is, ſapde J, pet neuer but in caſe ct extre⸗ 

mitie. Then ſimplyng, he ſayde, J beleeue it will heale him one 

way oz an other. Inthe meane tyme the miferable man crpev, 

faping in his language, It is enough, it is enough, for my ſoule 

now departeth. Te comfoꝛtedhim, deſiryng him to haue pati⸗ 

ence petawhple . In maner immediately after, his belly was Moꝛe good 

loſed, and auoyded matter as if it had been out of a gutter. Then pores then 

when wee had let Downe his bodie, hee auoyded as muche as 

myght almoſt fyll a payle, and ſhaztly after, the payne of his 

head and ſtomake, and allo the feuer, ceaſſed: whereof we were 

all very glad. And by this aduenturous cure, J began to bee in 

great credite among them, by the meanes allo of my counterkect 

holtactle, and therefore whereas he would haue giuen me tenne 

peeces of golde, J would take but only two, and gaue them al: 

fatncontinent to the pooꝛe. Chefe ſely ſoules brleeued ſo much Seip toutes, 

in my hypocrilie (which I ſhewed no leſſe in countenaunce and 

grauitie, toꝛbearyng alfo openly to eate ſleſhe) that well was he 

that myght haue me in his houle, oz kylſe my handes and feete, 

The repopte alſo of my companion, affyʒmyng that he mette 

with me lirſt at Mecha, where J was to fee the bodie of the 

holy Pꝛophet Pahumet, encreaſed greatly (and ſpecially as 

mong the Mahumetans) the opinion they had conceiued of mp 

holinelſe. But in the meane tyme, lecretly in the darke nyght, 

J reſoꝛted pꝛiuily to the aloeſapde Chꝛiſtians „ by whom 

beyng aduertiled that twelue of the Poꝛtugale ſhyppes were 

nowe arryued at Canonor, J conſidered that nowe woulde 

hee good opoꝛtunitie to eſcape: And cherefoze * 

there pet ſeuen daes, J learned all that J coulde 
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the preparations tobich the kyng of Calecut and his people mate 
againſt the Portugates,both touching his armp, artillerie, and o« 
ther thinges parteynyng to the warres . But before J come to 
ſpeake of my maner of departing, it wil here uot be from the pur: 
poſe, to declare howe the Mahumetans call the people to they: 
churches, and of they maner of pꝛaying.

And againe, God is great: Come to the Temple of the 
ew Low. great God, Come to pray to the great God: God is great, God 
Some of them ls great, God was, God is, Pahumet ihe meſſenger of God ſhal 
lan that he is ryſe. They inuited me allo to the Temple, and delired me to pray 


* to God fo2 the Pahumetans, whiche J dyd outwardly, but of 
much other meanyng then they dyd.

Hey haue certaine daplp and vfuall prapers, as we haue, 
Sod the father. in the which they call God their father, and vouchſafe to 
War. name the virgin arie, full of grace.

Chꝛiſtians pꝛiuie of my intente. In the meane tyme my 
companpon topned me in company with two other Per⸗ 
fian merchauntes, whiche were mynded alfa to go to Ca- 
nonor: fo; there was in the citie of Calecut many merchauntes of AMerchantes of 
Perſia, Oria, and Turchia. Cherefne the frrk day of Decem⸗ Lalerut. 
ber, J, with the other two Perſians, hyyyng a lygbt ſhyppe, 
gaue wynde to our laples to pꝛoceede on our boyage. But {ee 
what chaunced ſuddenly, we had ſcarſely ſayled as farte as a 
man may ſhoote an arrowe, but foure of the inhabitantes of the 
oꝛder of them whiche they call Nuevos (ok whom we haue 
ſpoken befoze) crped to the gone rnoun ofthe ſhyp to dꝛawe neare Neuttemen of 
the lande in the kynges name Chen they vnderſtode who we the kynges 
were, they al ked why they caryed me away without makyng de. 
the kyng pꝛiuie thereto : Then layne the Perſians, This Was 
humetan that is heere with vs, is a holy man, and gocth in our 
company to the citie of canonor. They aunfiweared,that they 
knewe me to bea man that had waought mpꝛacles . Meuerthe⸗ 
leſle, that becauſe I could ſpeake the language of h Poꝛtugalles, 
it was to be ſuſpected leaſt J ſhould bewꝛape theyꝛ ſecretes to 
them, and tell them of the nauie and armpe whiche the kyng pre: 
pared agaynſt the Poꝛtugales, and therefoe commaunded the

gouernour of che ſhyppe to carp vs no further. De obeyed 


theyꝛ commaundement, and left vs on the hore. Then ſayde 
one of the Perſians „ Let bs returne to Calecur. To whom 
J aunſweared, Take heede what vou do, foz ſa ſhall you be in 
danger to loofe all pour ſylkes if it be knowen that pou haue 
payde no cuſtome to the kyng. Then ſayde the other Perſian, 
That then ( by pour aduile)is it belt foꝛ bs to do: J aunſwered, 
that it was bell for vs to go ſome what further by the ſhoꝛe. vntyl 
we myght fynde ſome barke: whereunto they agreed. Therloꝛe 
we, and our ſlaues laden with our fardells, went fo .rtt, myles 
along by the ſhoze. But what feare J was in, in the meane 
Keaton, I commptte to myſe men to iudge. But as God would,

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toe ſounde chere a poche kyſher man with a ich whom 
we agreed to hꝛyng vs to Canonor, where du lite in the 
euenyng. Fucontivent we went to the merchaunt Perſian, to 
whom J had letters of commendation from my companpon, 
The tenour of the letters was, that he ſhoulde teceyue me into 
his houſe. and enterteyne me frendly, until his tommyng : Alfa 
that whatſoeuer krendeſhyp he ſhewed vnto me, be woulde af 
{cribe it to be done buto hym ſelfe: Furthermoꝛe, that J was a 
bolp man, and ioyned with hym in neere amitie and frendeſhyp. 


hen the merchaunt had redde the letters, he layde his hand 


on his head, and lapde vnto me, By this head pou are welcome 
ta me, and ſhall be here in ſaletie, and cauſed a good ſupper to 
he prepared foros, After ſupper, the Perſians ſayde onto me, 
Lette vs go walke to the fea ſyde. Jagreed: and in ſhoꝛt tyme 
we came to the place where the Poꝛtugales pps lape at anker. 
Jam not able to expꝛeſſe the ſecrete ioye whiche J felte in my 
felfe at the ſyght ol theſe ſhyppes .

TT De dape folowing, when J ſawe beſt opoztunitie, I went 
towarde the foꝛtreſſe of the Poꝛtugales: and by the wap, 
meetyng with two Poꝛtugales, in the Spanplhe tongue 
J al ked them where was the foꝛtreſſe of the Poꝛtugaleg. 


Then layde they to me, Art thou a Chyiſtian? J ain (ſapde J) 
by the grace of God. Then fapde they agayne, From whence 


commeſt thou $ From the citie of Calecut ſayde N. Then come 


with vs (ſayde they) toꝛ we wyll bꝛyng thee to the gouernour. 


This gouernour was ove maiſter Laurentius, ſunne to the Uice⸗ 
rope. So I went with them to the foꝛtreſle, whiche is not paſt 
foure furlonges from the citie. At the tyme of our kommyng the 
gouernour had not pet dined. Then J came to his pꝛeſence, J fel 
downe on iny knees, and pꝛayed hym with al humilitie ſoꝛ Chi⸗ 
ſtes fake, to whom J was conſecrated by baptifine,to haue com⸗ 
paflion Spon me, and to delyuer me from the hands of thofe ink 
delldogges. Mhen it was nowe noyſed in the citie that 4 nag 
a elcaped 
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efcaped to the Chpitians, there beganne a Murre and mutinie, in 
maner of a tumulte. Mhiche when the gouernour vnderſtaode, 
tommaũded al his Captaines, ſouldiers, ę other officers, to place 
their artilerie, oꝛder all thynges in redyneſſe, leaſt the people in 
ſudden rage Mould attempte any thing agaynſt the foꝛtreſſe. But 
al thynges were pacificd in ſhoꝛte tyme. Then the gouernour, 

takyng me by the hande, bꝛought me into a certayne hall, and 
there demaunded of me, what the kyng and inhabitautes of Cale- 
cut imagined oꝛ deuiſed to do agaynſt the Chꝛiſtians : J mfour- 
med hym of all thynges, as farre as J knewe, hauyng diligentip 
ſearched to vnderſtand all theyꝛ doynges. Chen the gouerneur 
was thus by me aduertyſed of theyꝛ ſecretes, he aypoynted a 
galley to bꝛyng me to the Uiceroye, who was then inthe citie of 
Cucin, The Captapne of the gallie, was named Joannes Seranus, 
Then the Cliccrope ſaw me, he receiued me very faudurably. J

certified hym alſo of al thynges: Saying further moze vnto hym, The Wicerope 


that if J myght by bis faucure obteyne pardon and aflurance for 3 


the layde two Italians, Teter Antonie and Iobn Maria, which bes 
fore had made artiliarie fo the inlidel princes, woulde pꝛocure 
that they ſhoulde returne to the Chꝛiſtians, and do them ryght 


good ſeruice, and that I was well alſured, that they dyd that ß 
conſtraint:Alſo y they deſpꝛed none other thing then lake conduct 


and mony for theyꝛ charges. De was glad of this, and graunted 
my requeſt. Ahereuppon within there dayes after, he ſent me 
with letters to his ſonne, the gauernour in the citie of Canonor, 
with cannmaundement to deliuer me as muche mony as ſhoulde 


ſuffice lo the charges of the Chꝛiſtian exploꝛatours op efpions - 


where J agreed with one of the idalatours ( who foꝛ pouertit had 


gagedhis wife x childꝛen) to cary letters to Calecut to Iobn Aa- 
via and Peter Antonie, The content of which letters was, chat the 
Clicerope had graunted them pardon and fafe conducte, and al⸗ 
fo mony fon theyꝛ charges: Aduertiſyng them ta mate none pꝛi⸗ 
uie of this thyng, and eſpecially to beware icait it ſhoulde be 


knowen to theyꝛ ſlaues oꝛ concubines ( qʒ eche ot them had a 8 
concubine, a child, ta ſiaue) Furthermore to leaue al theiꝛ goose 


behynd them, except thynges of great price, as mon ¢ iewelles:

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1 Diamous of Fo; they had a bery fayse Diamond ofthe weyght of . xxxii. ca. 
83 s hg a woorty xx. thouſande crowneg. They

_, Sunbies, two thoulande rubies : of che whiche, ſome were of the weyghe 
okone caracte, and ſome ok one and a halfe. They had allo lxilii, 
hnallettes, garnyſhed wich many iewelles: Ipkewple in redye 
copne, a thouland and fyue hundꝛed peeces of golde . But fee 
Beware af co / what commeth okto much couetouſneſſe. Mhyle they thought 
uetoutnelle, to haue faucd all, they loft all, and thep2 lyues therewith: Foz 
ngdt contentyng them lelues with che afoꝛeſayde ryches, they 

woulde needes allo carpe with them (notwithſtandyng the av: 
uertiſement we had geuen them) foure Gunnes, thꝛee Munkeis, 

two Muſkecattes, and two of thole wheeles wherwith pꝛecious 

ones are polyſhed. All whiche thynges, were the onely cauſe 

of they; death: Foꝛ whereas ſo many thynges coulde not be ſe⸗ 

cretlp conucped , one of they, flaues certified the kyng of 

Calecut heereof, who at the fyꝛſt woulde ſcarſely beleeue it, foꝛ 

the good opinion he had conceyued of them: Pet lent foure of 

his garde (ol them whiche are called Necry) to knowe ik it were 

true. But the ſlaue, perceyuyng that the kyng woulde deale fas 

The Byhoy of UOurablp with them, went to the hygh pꝛieſt oꝛ Biſhop of the 
the Mahume⸗ fayth ofthe Mahumetans (whom they call Cady) and tolde hy 
28 all that befoze he had tolde the kyng of calecat: Addyng moꝛe⸗ 
our, that the ſayde Chꝛiſtians had diſcloled they: ſecretes to the 

Portugales, hen the Bithop vnderſtode thele chynges, he 

called a counſaple of all the Mahumetan merchauntes, wyllyng 

brate unte- them, of the common trealurie, to geue a hundꝛed peeces of 
re the death of golde to the kyng of Giog bi (who was then at Calecut) and to 
the Chuſtlans. ſpeake ta hym in this maner . It is not vnknowen to pou (moſt 
noble pꝛince)howe a fewe peeres paſt, when pour maieſtie came 

hither, we recetucd pou with more honoꝛable enterteinement then 

a we are nowe able to do The tauſe whereof, is no lacke of good 

An Slation. wyl op knotoledge of our deuetie towarde pour hyghneſſe, but 
rather the great and manylolde infuriesjand oppꝛeſlions whiche 

we haue ſuſteyned, and do dapelp ſuſteyne by our moꝛtal cnimics 

the Chꝛiſtlans, whereof we haue, at this pꝛeſent, example of two 

Cipittian traptoꝛs of this citie, whiche haue dilcloled to the 
Poptugales al our ſecretes, and cherefoze we make molt humble

petition vnto pou to take of vs ahundyed peeces of golde, to com: 
maund them to be flapne. LUAhen the kyng of Giog bi hearde thele 
wooꝛ ds, he conſented to theyꝛ petition, and koꝛthwith appoynted 
two hundꝛed men to commpt the murder: And chat they might 
be the leffe ſuſpected of che Chyiſlians, meanyng loddenly to 
kyll them in they boule, came by tenne and tenne as though 
they came to demaunde thepz accuſtomed rewarde. But when 
the Chꝛiſttans ſawe fo great a company affembled about thepr 
houle, they fulpected that they ſought ſome what elles thenthey2 
rewarde oꝛ offeryng, and therefore incontinent takyng they 
weapons, they fought fo manfully at the wyndowes and doozes 
ok theyꝛ houſe, that they flue (pre men and woounded fourtie. But 
at the length. ſomie of p Giog hi. ſhot at them certaine iron arrowes The death of 
out of crolle bowes, with the which they were both flapnes the 2 
one beyng ſoꝛe wounded in the head, x the other in the bodie. As ros ae 
foone as thep ſawe them fall do wne, they cutte theyꝛ thꝛotes: and 
takyng the hotte blood inthe palmes of they handes, dꝛunke it 
bp, with contumelious wooꝛdes agaynſt the Chꝛiſtians . After 
this murder, the concubine of lohn Maria came to C anonor with 
her young ſonne, whom J bought of her for eyght peeces ok 
golde: and cauſyng hym to be baptyſed, named bpm Laurence, 
becaule it was laint Laurence daye: But within a peere after, che trencys 
he dyed of the frenche pore, whiche diſeaſe had then dilperſed al⸗ voxt. 
moſt theugh all the woꝛlde. Foꝛ J haue ſeene many infected 
wich it foure hundꝛed myles beyonde Calecut. They call it Pua, 
And they affyꝛme that this diſtaſe was neuer ſeene there paſt 
rbit. peeres before . It is there moze greeuous and outragioua 
then with vs.

Mauie was manned with in maner innumerable Mahume⸗ 
tans, ſhewyng them ſtlues very bꝛaue in apparel of purple ſylke 

and Bombaſine, wich alfo theyꝛ hygh and ſharpe cappes, after 

theyꝛ maner, ol the fame colour, lpned with ſylke: wearpng alſo 

on theyꝛ armes many bꝛacelettes, and on theyꝛ handes hadde 

gloues, embꝛodered ¢ garnyſhed with diukrs kyndes of woꝛkes: 

for weapons, they had Turky bowes, wooꝛdes, launces, peltes, 

and all ſoꝛtes of gunnes, after out maner. Tiben we ſawe they 

Nauie pꝛoceedyng in opder, and well inſtructed, it ſeemed farre 

oflyke a wood, the maſtes pꝛeſentyng the ſimilitude of trees: 

TAhiche thyng ſeemed ſo litle to deterre vs, that we were in ſure 

beleefe, that our God and Chꝛiſte woulde geue vs the bictopie ae 

gaynſt the blaſphemers of his holy name, the Idolatours and 

Saraſens, old enemies of cur religion. And therfore che valiant 

knight and gouernour, the ſonne of the honoꝛable loꝛd Don Fran- 

ciſco Dalmeda, viceroy of India, ho had there the ſupꝛeame go⸗ 

uernement of twelue ſhippes, with the aſliſtaunce of the Admi⸗ 

rall of the Nauie, when he ſawe the great force of the enemie, 

T de oiatiouot myndfull of bis actuſtomed vertue, with ſounde of trumpet al⸗ 
tothe Khuiltian leinbled all the ſoudiers, and ſpake to them in this maner. y 
toldurrs. deare frendes, and bꝛethꝛen in onc God, and one fayth of Telus 
Chꝛiſte, nowe is the tyme come when pou ought to remember, 

that as Jeſus Chꝛiſte ſpared not, neyther feared to gyue his pres 

cious body to death for our fakes :cuen fo, except we wyl ſhewe 

our ſelues moſt vnkynde, and vnwoꝛthy fo great grace of God, 

it ſhalbe our dueties to ſpende our lives in the defence of his gto: 

tie, and our holy fayth, aſſuring our ſelues o the victoꝛie againſt 

theſe dogges, hateful to Cod, x pꝛogenie of the deuyl. ow cher: 

fore kygbtyng in his name, ¢ vnder the banner of his holy croſſe, 

ſhew pour ielues manfull ¢ valiant: foꝛ nowe is in pou the pow: 

wer to geat eternal fame, in mainteyning the quarel of our faut: 

our. Thercfoꝛe with me, lyftyng vp pour hartes to God, e pout 

armes with force courage, let vs gyue the onſet on theſe dogs. 

Ahen the gouernour had ſayd thele woꝛdes, the pꝛieſt went vy 

to the hygheſt part ofthe ſhip, ¢ heldyng in his hand p * 5 

Alle 
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Ctpitt napled on the crolle, chewed it vnto the fouldiers, erbors 

ng them to remember the commaundementes of God, and the 
holy fapth and baptiſme whereby they were conſecrated to God, 
puttyng no doubt in the foꝛgeueneſſe of they ſinnes, dying in fo 
godly a quarell: and then bleſſyng them, with imiocation of the 
name of God, he pronounced the ſentence of abſolution and foꝛ⸗ 
geueneſſe of they ſinnes. The exhortation of the pꝛieſt, ſo moucy 
che hartes ok all men, that the teares ranne from our eyes fo top 
& great deſire we had to die in p quarel. In the meane time the na⸗ 
uye of the abumetans made layle cowarde vs. The fame dape pagina 
our Admirall with two Foyſtes made towarde them, x pallyng tans. 
betweene two of they: greateſt hype, diſcharged his oꝛdenance 
on both ſydes: whiche the Admpꝛall dyd, to pꝛoue the ſtrength The Abimiraß 
of thoſe ſhyppes, which they chiefelp eſteeme, and truſt moſt vn. ot the c hu⸗ 
to: But this pape was nothyng done wooꝛth b memoꝛye. The ans. 
day folowyng, the Pahumetans with full fapics dꝛewe neare 
the citie of c anonor, and lent vs wooꝛde by a meſſenger, that if 
we woulde permptte them to go whuher they woulde, they 
woulde not haue to do with vs Our Admirall anſwearcd, that 
the Chꝛiſtians coulde not lo foꝛgette the periurie of the Bahu 
metans, in biolatyng they faith and ppomple made by common Tadon ut bey 
conſent, when they woulde nat fufter the Chꝛiſtians to paſſe that warre. 
wap, but contrarp to thepꝛ fayth and pꝛomple flue .rlvii. Chꝛi⸗ 
Mians,androbbed them of foure thoulande peeces of golde: and 
therefore badde them paſſe further ik they durſt, and they ſhoulde 
well knowe of what reputation and ſpirite the Chꝛiſtians are. 
Then laphe the Pahumetans, Mahumet wyll defende vs, and 
confounde the Chziſtians : and with thoſe woopdes, aflaultcd The grapus 
bs all at once with incredible furie, chynkyng to haue paſſed mctane gene 
chꝛough, hauyng no further to faple then. x. myles from the be one. 
ſhoꝛe. But our Admiral o pur pole ſuffered the enimies to come 
nearer vntyl they were ryght oueragainſt 5 citie of Canonor. mt a⸗ 
nyng there to {et on them with all his foꝛte, that the kyng of C= 
nonor be boldyng the conflicte, myght be witneſſe of the valiant 
neſſe of the Chꝛiſtians. Then when the trumpetter of the Av 
mirals (hip ſounded the battayle, and gaue the ſigne, incontinent 


he aſlaulted two of theyꝛ greateſt ſyyppes.

tooke ſuch holde, that the Chyiſtians entred into the ſhip, where 
they made ſuch hauocke and laughter, that all the PMahumetang 
A great laugh / of that ſhippe( which were fire hundꝛed in number) were ſlayne, 
bulletune. nſomuche that there was not one left alyue to tell newes. The 
Admirall encouraged by this victoꝛie, inuaded another of they 
great ſhippes, whiche had chayned it ſeife with a Foyſt of the 
Chziſtians, where was alſa a great conflict, in the whiche were 
ſlapne aboue fyue hundꝛed Mahumetans, and theyꝛ ſhip ſunke. 
The Walumetans diſcouraged by this defeate, aſſaulted our 
twelue Foyſtes with al theyꝛ foꝛce, and carped them away. But 
bhbeere the manhood and valian:neſſe of (ohn Seranus, the captaine 
— peo ol the Galley, ſhewed it ſelfe, who only with one Gally made 
Heranas. uche a ſlaughter among the Mahumetans, that it may ſeeme 
incredible: for he fo fiercely inuaded them that had caryed away 
the Foyſtes, that he rerouered them all, e ſunke two other of the 
Mahinnctan ſhippes. In theſe warres , God of his grace fe 
N pꝛoſpered the Chꝛiſtians, that few of them were ſlayne, but ma: 
— ny wounded. The conflict continued from moznyng, vntyl the 
aug af ut. darteneſle ofthe nyght made an ende of the battayle. I may not 
heere foꝛgeat to ſpeake of the marueylous aduenture and Goo- 
ip zeale of Simon Martin, captayne of one of our ſhippes: For 
it fo chaunced, that the Brigantine in the which J was, depar⸗ 
ſome what from our natte,qaue occaſton to our enemies ta 
a bs, fo incontinent foure of the Mahumetan ſhippes al 
ſayled bs, and put vs to much trouble, inſomuch that xv. Ba: 
humetans had nowe entred into our Brigantine, and we were 
tonſtrayned to fice to the Poupe, as to the ſafeſt place: But the 
ie : nt captapne Simon Martin,fepng the daunger that we were 
Ehevatiants. in, and that the Mahumetans were entred into our Bpigantine, 
po of Simon feapt into it fiercelp,and ralyng vpon the name of Telus Chzitt, 
"fought fo valiauntip, that he fue fire of the aht metans be, 
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bp te, berng incourage, adie ni Ci that het 
humetans catt them ſelues into the fea, where ſome were dꝛow⸗ 
ned, x fom efcaped by ſwimmyng. Cherfore when the Mahume⸗ 
tans knewe p the Chꝛiſtians had the victoꝛie, they ſent.iiii.other 
Foiltes to helpe the ſirſt. But when the captapne of our Bꝛigan⸗ 
tine lame this, be tookerertapne emptie Tubes, in che whiche A Stratagenie. 
gunne pouder had ben kepte before, and ſtoppyng them with 
flare, placed them in ſuch loꝛt, that they ſeemed far ol, like peeces 
ol great artillerie: then laying a little gun pauder by the flare, 
and holding a kyze ſticke in his hand, as though he would put fire 
to the Gunne,the Pahumetans thinking that it had ben a gunne 
in deede, were thereby put in ſuch feare, that they departed. The — ina : 
Admirall pet further purſuing the enempes, gaue them an other foonke with we 
great ouerthꝛom, and tocke ſeuen of theyꝛ Foiſtes, laden with all — hg ats 
fortes of merchandies, and foonke tenne other with the ſhotte of ; 
great artillerie, of the whiche one was laden with Elephantes. 
Therfoꝛe when ‘the Mahumetans fawe the fea now almoſt coue⸗ 
red with che bodies oftheir laine men, and their chiefe ſhippes 
fone taken, ſome foonke,¢ ſome ſpoiled, were out of all hope to 
recouer, ¢ therfore ſaued them ſelues by flecing. But the Chꝛiſti⸗ te bh icone 
ans, ſeeing pet hope of further victoꝛie, and the Mahumetans fo N 
diſcouraged, thought it not beſt to leaue them fo, but rather vp⸗ N 
pon ſuch pꝛoſperous ſucceſſe, to take the opoꝛtunitie, and vtterly | 
to deſtroy them: therfore the Admiral, ſeeing his men topfull of i il 
the victoꝛie, and deſirous to purſue the enemie, folowed the Pa⸗ 5 
humetans, and gaue them a newe battaple,whiche laſted all day 20 gter 4 
and all nyght, while the Chꝛiſtians in the nyght tyme Aue 
them euen in theyꝛ fleeing, e ſoonke almoſt all their ſzippes. In 
the meane tyme certayne ofour Foiſtes ſawe a ſhyppe of bur⸗ 
den of the enemie, wanderyng out of the wap, and made faple 
chychet with all halt. But the enemies in hope pace ſceing them tete tone 
ſelues ouermatched, hurled all their cariages into the ſea, and tru: in l wun mung. 
fing to l wimmyng ( wherein they are moſt experte) caſte them 
ſelues after. But our men folowed them euen to the hore, with 
launces, croſ bowes, llones, fo killing them as they lwamme, 
that the fea was coloured and pollute wich their blood. Pet by Che Mahn⸗

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ſeeyng 
ter, 3 ſenſe, that we thought we had ſeene fome 
phantaſie o; vifion : but they were in maner all deſtroyed by 
one miſchaunce oz an other, and eſpecially a great number in the 
great ſhyppes which were foonke by thot of the arcat artillerie. 
The dap ſolowyng, the Admirall (ent certayne Bꝛigantines and 
Gallies to the ſhoꝛe, to number che dead bodies, whiche the fea 
Geena had caſte vy: they were founde to be about three thouſande, be · 
Canone. ſpde them alfo which the fea had deuourtd. The kyng of Canonor, 
5 beholdyng all theſe thynges, was greatly in loue with the Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians, and commended their valiauntneſſe and vertue, and not 
Che vmant⸗ vnwoonthily: Fo to ſpeake chat I haue ſeene, I haue ben in mas 
~ we ofthe mp ſoze warres, yet neuer ſawe J moze valiant men, then the Por- 
3 tu gales here ſhewed them ſelues to be. 
But when we thought that we had nowe made an ende ol 
W. 46 theſe Tragidies, we had in manera woople to begyn Foz it fo 
get Las chaunced, that in fewe dapes alter, the kyng of Canouor, who 
faucured vs, dyed: In whole place ſuctetded an other mor 
tall enemie to the Chꝛiſtians, and kriende to the kyng of Cale- 
cut, by whole helpe and rycheſſe, hee was aduaunced to the 
A netue exptdi⸗ kyngdome of Canonor . Me therefoze aſſembled his power to 
non agaunſt tye make newe warre agaynſt the Clniſtians, with great expediti⸗ 
ans. gn and hatte, bycaule he ſuppoſtd that a great parte of they: mu · 
nitions was nowe waſted, and they allo {ope weerped, and for the 
| moſt parte wounded . And to further his attempte, the kyng of 
| Calecut ſent him xxiiii. peeces cfgreatartillerie. This warre 
Long warres. heganne the ſeventh dap of Appill, and continued vntyll the. xx. 
| of Auguit, befoze all thinges were pacified-,. 3¢ were hetre 
 Sreatopves, to long to declare howe in theſe warres alſo the Chꝛiſtians be 
€pesirabue haued chem ſelues manfully agaynſt the Pahumetans, which 
| Baar ue atcil neuer encountred with them fewer then-fpuc oz fire and twen⸗ 
om tie thoufande in munber, hauyng alſo with them a hundꝛed and

that a newe nauie of Portugales was arrpued at Canonor by che nie 
conducte of the valiant knyght Don Triftandé Cugna: hom gales, 


we immediately aduertyſed with howe greeuous warres wee 
were oppꝛeſſed. Cibo incontinent ſent vs, in certapne Barkes, 
thꝛee hundzed valiaunt Souldiours, well armed with harneſſe, 
after the maner ot the Chziſtians. Then wee fawe thele, 
we recoucred our ſpirites, in ſuche ſoꝛte, that if our Admiral

The 
caule whereof was, that we had on the lelte hande the 
lande of Saint Laurence, and manp other litle Naͤndes, from 


whence bloweth fo2 the moſt part a great gale of wyude. And 


thereloze loꝛ the ſpace of ſeuen dayes, beyng bere daungeroully f 


tolled to and fro by the rages ol the ſea and wynde, at the 

length we elcaped, by the grace of God. But pꝛoceedyng about 

two hundꝛed leagues, a newe tempeſt ryſpng fo ſcattred our 

ſhyppes in the {pace of (pre dayes, that we mette not togeather 

agayne vntyll we arrpued at Luxburne in Poztugale. J was 

in the ſhyppe ol Barthelmewe, a Florentine, citizen of Lux⸗ an excrebyn 
burne . The ſhyppe was named Saint Uincent, a veſſell ofex⸗ great ſhpppe 
ceedyng tapacitie, c laden with ſeuen thouſande tonnes of all ance techs 
fortes of ſpytes. In the way, we palled allo by an other Jland, : 
named the z land of faint Helen, where we fawe certayne lyſhes 5 
ok ſuche enopme and monſtrous byggenelſe, that one of them Fes, e

was as bygge as a greathoule . Civen they ryſe aboue the 
water, they pane oꝛ gape fo wyde, that p vpper iawe couereth al 
the koꝛehead, as it were a ſouldier in ſhynyng harneſle.

tooke them with our handes : but (hoꝛtly after they were 

taken, they ſyc wed an incredible lierceneſſe. T thynke veryly that 

they neuer fawe any man bekoze, they fo behelde vs before thep

were taken, and were as ſtyll as if they had ben alfanyſhed: Foz 
in that Alande we ſawe no lyuyng creature, ſaue onely innumera⸗ 
ble kyſhes, and the ſayd byꝛdes. After we had palſed this Nlande 
many dapes ſayling, as though we were nowe come to our owne 
wonlde, the JQogth Marre, and guardions of our maryners, aps 
peared vnto vs. Ind here opoꝛztunttie ſerueth well, to confute 
the opimon of them that thynke that men maye not faple in re⸗ 
gions ſubiect to the pole Antartike o ſouth pole, by the 
guide ofthe noꝛth ſtarre. Foꝛit is certayne, that the Poꝛztugales 
faple by the guyde of the noꝛch ſlarres, although they be vtterly 
ont of ſygbt by the eleuation of the pole Antartike . Pet do they 
ſometymes refteſhe the vertue of the needle, with the fone 
whiche euer naturally refpecteth the noꝛth pole . A fewe dapes 
after, we arryued at the faxe region, where are ſeene many Js 
landes, named che Nandes of A/tures,fo named fo the multitude 
of hole Egles whiche we commonly call Aſtures. Theſe J. 
landes are diuerſely named: oz ſume are named Pici, Marty, 
ſome, De Coruo: alſo De Floribus, Sancti Georgy, Gratiofa, and 
Feial.

made in all partes ot his bodie, with a large bifage painted ud 
diuers colours, but fo) the moſt parte pelo his cheekes 
were paynted two Hartes, and rev circles about his eyes. The 
heare of bis head was coloured whpte, and his apparell was the 
ſkynne of a beaſt fowde cogeather. Chis beaſt as (ſcemed vnto 
vs) had a large he great eares Iphe vnta a Mule, with the 
body of a Camell, and tayle of a honſe.

The Cap⸗ 
tapne cauſed him to cate and dꝛynke, € gaue him manp thinges, 
and among other a great lookyng glaſſe: In the which as ſaone 
as he (awe his owne lykeneſſe, was ſodaynly afrapde, and artes 
backe with ſuche violence, that hee ouerthꝛewe two that ſtoode 
neateſt about hun. Ahen the Captapne had thus gyuen him 
certapne Paukes belles, and other great belles, wich alſo a loo⸗ 
kyng glaſſe, a combe, and a payne of beades ot glaſſe, he ſent 
bim to lande wiih foure of his owne men well armed. Shontiy an other 
after, they ſawe an other Giant of ſamewhat greater ſtature, Grant.

ten and (pike, impaled with golde, and reachyng downe to his 
knees. On his one ſyd, he had a long daggar with a hafte of gold, 
and the ſheathe of a fayꝛe kynde of carued woodde. Me had once 
uerp linger thꝛee rynges ol golde, and had his bodie annoynted 


toh opie of ferax an & Beniamin . The natural coloure of his 


‘face was lyke vnto the coloure of an Oliue : and all his body bes 
ſyde paynted with diuers colours. The kynges name was Ria 
Colambu, ard the prince was called Raia Siagu, - ese 
ee ‘ :

finithed, the Captapne cauſed certayne of his mento put on their g combate.

This doone, the Cap⸗ 
tapne cauſed a croiſe to be bꝛought fooꝛtch, with nayles, and a 
crowne of thoꝛnes, geuyng commaunde ment to all his mento 
gyue reuerente there vnto, and fignifping to the kynges, by the 
interpꝛeter, that that banner was gyuen hym by the Emperour 
his loꝛde and maiſter, with commaundement to leaue the fame 
in all places where he came, to the great commoditie and profpre 
of al ſuch as woulde reuerendly rt ceyue it, as an aflured token of 
frendſhip, and that he woulde thertoꝛe leaue it there, alwel to ac⸗ 
complifhe his loꝛdes commaundement, as alſo that yf at any 
tyme any ſhips of Chꝛiſtians ſhoulde chaunce to come that way, 
myght by ſeyng that crofle, perceyue that our men had been wel 
enterteyned there, and wou! d therfore not only abſteine from des 
ing them any burt 0 diſpleaſure, but alſo helpe to ayde them a⸗ 
gainſt their enemies: and that therefeze it ſhoulde be requuſite to 
erect that croſſe vppon the toppe ofthe hyghelt „

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that lyktyng vp they; handes toyned togeather, and theyz faces 
towarde heauen, they called upon they, God Aha. CUhich aun 
ſwere lyked the Captapne very well, becauſe the Gentiles are 
5 ſooned perſwaded to our fapth then the Mooꝛes. i 
Mani Hanns, Depattyug from hence, they came to the Nlandes of Zeilon, 
Zubut, Meſſanas and Calag ban, hy the conduct of certayne pi 
r lots of the ſayde kynges. Ok theſe, Zubut is the belt, and hath 
Fordona the trade of bet trafique. In the Nande of Meſſana they founde 
Doggea, Cattes, Dogges, Hennes, Goates, Ryle, Gynger, 
Cocus, Myll, Pantcke, Barly, Fygges, Oꝛanges, Maxe, and 
Golde, in great quantitie. Chis J lande is aboue the Equinottial 
towarde our pole niene degrees, c two thirde partes, and 162. 
degrees from the place from whente they departed. They re⸗ 
mapned in this Flande fo; the ſpace of eyght dayes, and then dis 
rected their viage toward the Moꝛthweſt, and palled betweene 
thele fyue landes, Zeilon, Bol ol. Cangbu, Barbai, and C atig han. 
Battes as byg In chis Jland of Catig ban are certayne great Battes, as bygge 
as Cages. as Eagles, of the whiche they tooke one: they are good to be eas 
—.— of taſte on a Denne. There — alſo Stocke 
e oues, Turtle Doues, Popingaps, c certaine fowles as big as 
Lanes. Hennes: cheſe fowles haue litle bones, + lap great egges, ul 
che they couer a cubit deapth in the ſand, by the heate whcrof, x 
enges hatched bertue of the Donne, they are batched, ¢ the young birdes crepe 
iu lande. out of the ſand bythemſelues. From the Nand of M ejJana to Ca- 
ting han, are 20. leagues ſaplyng toward the Ciel. And becauſe 
the kyng of Meſſana coulde not folowe the ſhippes, they tarycd 
for him about the Jlandes of Polo, Ticobon, and Fog on, where the 
che Flande of Captayne toke hym into his ſhippe, with tertayne of his princis 
zubui. pal men, and ſo folowed theyꝛ viage toward the Jlande of Zubut. 
which is about fpftie leagues diſlant from c at ig ban. b 
Che ſeuench day of Apꝑyll, about noone, they entred inca — 
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port of Zubuts And paſling by many villages and habitations in 
trees, they came to the citte, where the Captapne gaue come 
maundement to the marpners to ſtryke theyp-faples ,and to ſet 
them ſelues in opder in maner of battaple rape, caulyng all the 
ordinaunce tobe ſhotte ot, wherewith all the people were put in 
great feare . After this, the Captapne ſent an ambaſſadour with 
thinterpꝛetoure tothe kyng of Zubut. , 

TLiben they appꝛocbed neere tothe citie, they found the kyng 
with a great company of men {oe aſtonped at the noyſe of the 
gunnes. But chinterprecour aduertiſed chem, that it was che 
cuſtome of our men, in all ſuche places where they come, to dil · 
charge thep2 ordinance in token of frendſhyppe, and to honour 
the loꝛd ok the citie . Mitch which woꝛdes the kyng and his com ⸗ 
panpe were well quieted. After this, the interpꝛetour declared 
that his maſter was the Captapne of the ſyyppes of che greateſt 
Prince in the woꝛlde, and that they went to diſcouer the landes 
of Molacca: And further, that hearyng of his good name and 
fame by the repoꝛt of the kyng of MAeſſana, they determyned ta 
bifice him, x to haue vittailes fa; exchange of their merchaundies. 
The kyng anſiucred, hat he was wel content there with, and that 
they were hartyly welcome: Neuertheleſſe, that it was a cuſtom 
in that place, that al ſuch pps as entered into that hauen, hould 
pay tribute: And that there were not many dayes paſt, ſence a 
ſhyp laden with golde and ſlaues dyd fo pape. In token whereof, n 
be cauled to come befoze bpm certapne merchauntes of that com- nh add and 
panp which petremapned with hym. To this thinterpꝛetour an: Maucs. 
lweared, that forafinuche as his loꝛde was the Captayne ofſa 
mygbtie a Pꝛince, he ncuer payde tribute to any kyng in the 
woꝛlde, and would not nowe begyn: Uyllyng hym to take this 
koꝛ arefolute anſweare, that if he woulde accepte the peace that 
was pꝛolered him, be ſhoulde eniop it, and. ik he rather deſyed 
warre, be ſhould haue his handes ful.

wherein were incloſed many precious ſtanes. Me was but of 
{mall ſtature, but ſomewhat grolle, and had the reſidue of his 
body paynted with dyuers colours, whereof ſome were lyke vn 
to flamyng fine . Before him, he had two beſſelles made of che 
fine earth called Porcellana, with ſodden egges. Allo foure ve 
ſelles ol Porcellana full of wyne made of Date trees, and couered 
wich many odopiferous hearbes . The Prince bꝛought them to en ten se 
his boule, where he had foure daughters, very wel kauoured and women. 
whyte, lyke ours . Mee cauſed them to daunce all naked, and 
therewith to ſing, and playe on certayne Tyinbꝛelles made of 
metall. At this tyme it ſo chaunced, that one ofthe Spanyardes 
dyed in one of the ſhyppes, and when certayne of theyꝛ compa 
ny delired the kyng to gyue them leaue to burie him on the land: 
he anſwered, that fo he as he and all his, were at the 
commaundement of they, and matter, howe muche moze 
ought the grounde ſo to bee? They greatly marucylen at the 
ceremonies parteynyng to the maner ol our funeralies, and be: 
noured the crofles whiche were fet at both the endes the graue. 
They lyue with iuſtice, and vle weightes and mealures. Their 
houſes are made of Tymber and ſawne booꝛdes, and are fo buil⸗ 
ped aboue the grounde vppon pꝛoppes and pyles, that they af 
tende to the fame by certayne ſtayers.

The pꝛincipall citie bath name c huruſtecal. as great, as 
faire, as Taſcalteca, and ſo vntil the king of Mexico ops f 
prefled it. Here was Corteſus recepued with fonges, muſicall ine 
ſtruments, and trumpets, by the pꝛieſtes and chiſdzen of the citie 
after their maner,¢ wel feaſted. The end of all this mirch was an 
bppone of the inhablters agaynthim, procured bp the kyng ol 
AA exico, as it was ſuppoſed, whereof corteſius hauing ſecrete in- 
telligence by a woman of Cempoal that folowed his Campe, ſum⸗ 
moned a parle with the beſte citizens of Churultecal,at his owne 
lodging. Chole citizens firſt laid he faſt by the heles, x than ſpee⸗ ö 
dely with his armp, warned to be in a readineſſe fo that purpole. ö 
fet vpon the decciptful Barbares of a ſoden, before that they were f 
thꝛoughly pꝛouided, and gaue them the ouerthꝛow. The prince of 

Mexico acquitted him ſeſfe of this vpꝛope, pꝛoteſting by his Am: 

baſladoꝛs to C orteſius, theꝶ gis dilloyall ſubiectes the Churultecals 

had bꝛuted that conſpiracie vnder his name to doe him iniurp, 

whom they would not willingly obeye. Oe ſent wichall rich pꝛe⸗ 

fentes, pꝛaying Corteſius to come to I hemiſtitan, pꝛomiſing him 

that he ſhould want nothyng there, notwithſtandyng the harde 

pꝛouiſion thereof in fo barren a place, altogeather in the water. 

To conducte Corteſſus thpther, he ſent alſo certapne Gentlemen 

fo? guydes, and other of his nobilitie ta reczpue him as he came 

neare. To ſpeake of euery curteſte ſhewed him in this iourney, 

and to wupte of euerp place he paſſed, and particulerly to reheatſe 0 
cuerp dayes iourney, everp hyll, towne, ryuer, houſe, and gare 
deyne, by the way, would bꝛecde ouermuche tediouſnelle. In N 
fewe, the Loꝛdes of the countrep, as he went, vied him well, e⸗ 
ſpecially in Guaxucingo pꝛouince, and Chialcho (pre, the one 2) 
whereof was biolently oppꝛeſled by the prince of Mexico, the o⸗ | 
ther willingly ſubiect onto him. In the cold mountaynes he wans |
